In the Supreme Court, Thursday morning, at half 


past 9 o'cloek, Chief Justice Shaw provounced the, 


awful sentence of death upon York, the mulatto man 
who murdered James Norton, an Irishman, on the 
night of 2d July Jast.in Ann street, by stabbing hin 
tothe heart with a dirk knife — breaking the blade 
therein. 

The court room was crowded, and every person 
preserit seemed to feel the solemnity of the occasion. 
The appearance and bearing of the prisoner him- 
self, were what might have been looked for in one 
in his situation, who had already served out a term 
of imprisonment for stabbing, and hoped in this case 
for, at least, a commutation of his sentence by the

6. John O’Brien, who was out gunning, swore he

and went into the. woods.
